Education And Health Bills 
Discussed By Committee 


JEFFERSON CITY AP—Dr. 
George A. Ulett, director of 
M issouri's 
Mental D iseases 
Division, told the Senate Appro­ 
priations Com mittee today he 
is not 
surprised by 
public 
criticism , but resents it when 
it is directed at superintendents 
of state hospitals. 
Tragic overcrowding, low sa l­ 
aries and poor working condi­ 
tions at tile state Institutions 
are due to Inadequate funds and 
facilities, not mismanagement, 
he said. 
Ulett said asking superintend­ 
ents to adm inister an effective 
mental health program under 
existing conditions is like hiring 
a carpenter to build without 
lum ber, nails or tools. 
But M issouri Is now on the 
threshold of an effective tre a t­ 
ment program . 
“ Just a few years ago,*' he 
said, “ there was not much we 
could do for the mentally ill— 
just institutionalize and feed 
them. 
“ Today, medical science has 
given us new treatm ent meth­ 
ods." 
He urged the com mittee to 
double 
the 
$237,500 recom ­ 
mended by the governor and 
approved by the House for r e ­ 
search and training at the new 
M issouri Institute of Psychiatry 
In St. Louis. 
Eventually, 
M issouri should 
spend $2 million a year on 
thLs part of the program since 
it would save money in term s 
of more 
rapid cure of the 
m entally ill, he said. 
An imm ediate problem facing 
the division is the high turn­ 
over in em ployes, particularly 
among 
attendants, Dr. Ulett 
said. In some are as, the tu rn ­ 
over is as high as 30 per cent. 
He recom m ended salary in­ 
creases to stabilize the work 
force. 
Ulett also asked the com m it­ 
tee to consider a $260,000 in- 
increase over

Dear Jot*, 


This 
trip 
has taken me to 
Japan 
(Yokohama 
& 
Kolv), 
K o r a (Pusan \ Inchon), F or­ 
mosa (Keelung and Takao) ami 
now to Saigon, where we a r­ 
rived today and w ill spend the 
next five days. After we leave 
h ere we go to Bangkok, the one 
place I’ve never been, but al­ 
ways w anted to see. After Bang­ 
kok, luck to Japan (Moji, Nago­ 
ra, Kolv, Yokohama) then home 
atom the middle of May. 
Saigon is a large city about 
five hours up the Mekong River 
from the sea. The Mekong is a 
deep but narrow river that winds 
and turns and writhes through 
the 
most 
desolate 
jungled 
swampland in the world. Only 
once in miles do you see a rice 
paddy 
o r a cleared patch of 
ground perh ap s two ac re s big 
un der cultivation. The rest of 
the tim e it is just a monotony 
of dw arfed jungle bush and black 
mud. The ground is perfectly 
flat for as f.ir as the horizon 
on 
both 
s fries 
of the rlvef, 
b o rd ered on the east by arango 
of mountains; bordered on the 
w»;st by the horizon . . . that 
sw am p is infested with the Viet 
Cong. 
Completely 
encircling 
Saigon, the Viet Cong Is a force 
th at is alm ost felt rath er than 
e v e r seen. Everyone knows they 
a r e th ere; everyone knows they 
a r e in Saigon ‘oo, but who knows 
who 
is on which side? They 
are all of the sam e nationality, 
so who do you shoot? They can 
seal t i e riv e r and block the 
port ary time they choose to do 
so, f o : all it would take is one 
mine planted at a hair-pin turn 
iii th'.* riv er and a ship would 
block all traffic. They just don’t 
want 
to block the riv er yet, 
for 
they 
feel 
that 
it Is not 
yet the time to do so . . . It 
is said that half the supplies 
we bring here get to the Viet 
Cong anyway so they don’t want 
to cut off th eir own source of 
supplies. . . Occasionally, 
a 
concentration of them are dis­ 
covered, or they have a meeting 
som ew here and our Intelligence 
gets wind of it and then we can 
hit them . 
Seldom can we hit 


with force, for they just lade into 
the te rrain , but now and then 
we 
do 
flush them out . . . 
This morning at 7*30 we were 
only alio ut thirty miles up the 
riv e r from tho sea when we 
h eard the first explosion . . . 
Ut* went out on >k < k and be- 
c.une rln g -sld crs at a real air 
show! One after another of our 
dive Ixnnlvrs came cl re I tug in 
ov er an a rea between four and 
five miles from Us, apparently 
w here they had found a largo 
enough 
concentration of Viet 
Cong 
md Viet Cong supplies 
to tilt them. We watched (br over 
two hours, until we were too far 
up riv er to see anything m ore, 
while 
the 
planes 
came in, 
circled, 
peeled oft one 
.. a 
tim e and made their bombing 
dive on the place. We watched 
the bombs fall, the explosion 
ris e from the ground and mush­ 
room into the sky and five se c ­ 
onds later heard, the ro ar of tho 
bom bs. Once, it least, we are 
ce rta in they hit an ammunition 
dump because there was one 
hell 
of 
a 
big 
secondary 
explosion. 
It was quite a show and there 
w ere 
over 
fifty of our dive 
bom bers in the act, so it was an 
im portant strike. Perhaps to­ 
morrow the Saigon papers will 
tell us what it was .ill about 
Anyway, it was a first hand look 
at 
a 
little 
war 
that so 
many 
A m ericans 
c a n ’t 
accept as the real thing. Those 
w ere real planes, real bombs 
and real people getting blown to 
hell over then* in that swamp­ 
land. . . This part of the Oriental 
world is struggling for its very 
existence against the Commu­ 
nist world that has swallowed 
up one little country after an­ 
o ther . .. and could have been 
stopped by 
M acArthur at the 
tim e Truman fired him. This 
is a continuation of Korea in a 
different land and by a different 
m eans. . . No m ore arm y against 
arm y ,

neighbor; 
V ietnam ese against 
his b ro th er. Look at a hundred

it Is directed at superintendents 
of state hospitals. 
Tragic overcrowding, low sal­ 
aries and poor working condi­ 
tions at the state Institutions 
are due to Inadequate funds and 
facilities, not mismanagement, 
he said. 
Ulett said asking superintend­ 
ents to adm inister an effective 
mental health program under 
existing conditions Is like hiring 
a carpenter to build without 
lumber, nails or tools. 
But Missouri Is now on the 
threshold of an effective treat­ 
ment program. 
“ Just a few years ago/’ he 
said, “ there was not much we 
could do for the mentally H i- 
Just Institutionalize and feed 
them. 
“ Today, medical science has 
given us new treatment meth­ 
ods.” 
He urged the committee to 
double 
the 
$237,500 recom ­ 
mended by the governor and 
approved by the House for re ­ 
search and training at the new 
Missouri Institute of Psychiatry 
In St. Louis. 
Eventually, M issouri should 
spend $2 million a year on 
this part of the program since 
It would save money In term s 
of more 
rapid cure of the 
mentally 111, he said. 
An immediate problem facing 
the division is the high turn­ 
over in employes, particularly 
among 
attendants, Dr. Ulett 
said. In some areas, the turn­ 
over is as high as 30 per cent. 
He recommended salary In­ 
creases to stabilize the work 
force. 
Ulett also asked the commit­ 
tee to consider a $260,000 in­ 
increase over 
the governor’s 
recommendation of$685,000for 
placing custodial 
patients in 
licensed nursing homes. 
He said there are now more 


than 1,000 patients being cared 
for under this program at one 
third the cost of maintaining 
them In state Institutions.

of state hospitals. 
Tragic overcrowding, low sa l­ 
aries and poor working condi­ 
tions at the state Institutions 
are due to Inadequate funds and 
facilities, not mismanagement, 
he said. 
Ulett said asking superintend­ 
ents to adm inister an effective 
mental health program under 
existing conditions ls like hiring 
a carpenter to build without 
lum ber, nails o r tools. 
But M issouri ls now on the 
threshold of an effective tre a t­ 
ment program . 
“ Just a few years ago,** he 
said, “ there was not much we 
could do for the mentally 111— 
just Institutionalize and feed 
them. 
“ Today, medical science has 
given us new treatm ent m eth­ 
ods.*’ 
He urged the com m ittee to 
double 
the 
$237,500 recom ­ 
mended by the governor and 
approved by the Bouse for r e ­ 
search and training at the new 
M issouri Institute of Psychiatry 
In St. Louis. 
Eventually, M issouri should 
spend $2 million a year on 
this part of the program since 
It would save money in term s 
of more 
rapid cure of the 
mentally 111, he said. 
An Immediate problem facing 
the division ls the high turn­ 
over In em ployes, particularly 
among 
attendants, Dr. Ulett 
said. In some areas, the tu rn ­ 
over ls as high as 30 per cent. 
He recommended salary In­ 
creases to stabilize the work 
force. 
Ulett also asked the com m it­ 
tee to consider a $260,000 In­ 
increase over

The so - called “ union shop” requires that a 
person be compelled to belong to a union in o rd er 
to hold his 10b. Th 
Light to Work laws, now 
existing in 20 states, prohibit this compulsion. 
The (>pinion Resea eh Corporation, lYinoe-

Jersey, conducted a study of public 
opinion for the National Right to Work C om ­ 
m ittee.

Work principle, according to results obtained 
in the survey. 
S. D. Cadwallader, President of the National 
Right to Work Committee, and him self a r a i l ­ 
road conductor of Cincinnati, said: 
“ These most recent facts developed from n a ­ 
tion - wide studies show that the propaganda 
o: the ‘union shop’ forces is not being swallow ed 
by the A m erican public. Increasing num bers of 
A m erican citizens a re becoming aw are of the 
compulsion e x e rc ise d by so - called'union shop’ 
contract, 
and the m assive money power which 
this compulsion gives into the hands of the union 
hie ra rch y . 
“ The tens of millions of d o lla r s being spent 
politically by the Meanys, the Reuthers, the 
Bridges and the other politically - minded union 
officials com e largely from dues and fees ra ise d 
with the instrum ent of compulsion - - the so- 
called ‘union shop.’ It is an infringement on the 
personal liberty of A m erican citizens; and in­ 
herent in the use of this club of compulsion is 
the danger of T o talitarianism . 
“ Some of the union h ierarchy are determ ined 
that every A m erican citizen who works - - 78,- 
000,000 today — shall be forced to pay dues 
and belong to unions. 
“ The Right to Work movement is expanding. 
Additional 
states soon will be added to the 
growing list which safeguard a citizen’ s right 
to belong or not belong to a union.”

World War II Records 


BERLIN AP -- Twenty years 
ago a Russian arm y of 2 1/2 
million was fighting its last 
battle, 
with 41,000 pieces and 
6,250 tanks. 
The Battle of Berlin began 
April 1G, 1940 with the German 
capital less than 50 miles away. 
It took the Russians two weeks 
to reach the city and obtain 
its surrender. 
The brunt of the attack In the 
center of a line about 100 m iles 
long was borne by the Soviet 
Arm y's 1st Byelorussian Front 
under M arshal G regorl K. Zhu­ 
kov. 
Marshal Konstantin K. Rokos- 
sovsky led the drive of his 2nd 
Byelorussian Front in the north. 
The southern flank was the re - 
sponsibility of the Isa Ukranian 
Front commanded by M arshal 
Ivan Konev. 
The arm ies had been dug in at 
the Oder and Neisse riv ers for 
two 
months, regrouping and 
gathering strength. 
Konev's forces quickly broke 
out of the bridgehead. 
Zhukov was not so fortunate. 
Facing the bulk of the Nazi 
forces gathered for defense of 
Berlin, his forces took about 
two days to sm ash their way out 
of the K uestrin bridgehead. 
While Zhukov's troops 
were 
fighting slowly straight toward 
Berlin, Konev swung two tank 
arm ies to the northwest. 
The Germ ans had thrown in 


their last reserv es, old men of 
60 and young boys of 16 fought 
alongside 
battle - hardened 
W ehrmacht and SS troops. 
But the Russian stream ro ller 
was moving and the Nazis r e ­ 
treated, died or surrendered. 
By nightfall or April 24, the 
Zhukov and Konev arm ies had 
closed the ring around the city. 
Inside Berlin, about 200,000 
Germ an troops had taken posi­ 
tion. Men, women and children 
w ere driven furiously to build 
roadblocks and gun positions. 
The city had l>een largely de­ 
stroyed by five years of Allied 
a ir attacks. 
On April 25, Soviet Infantry­ 
men were swarm ing through 
the periphery and then set off 
to advance along a broad front 
along the Teltow Canal toward 
city center. 
In his bunker l>ehind 
the 
Reich Chancellory, Adolf H itler 
directed his last stand. 
His 
last 
appearance above 
ground probably was April 28 
when he decorated a group of 
H itler Youths 
while Russian 
shells w ere scream ing 
o v er­ 
head. 
Commandos of the SS roam ed 
parts of the city not yet cap­ 
tured and shot or hanged G er­ 
man soldiers who had deserted. 
In an effort to prevent Soviet 
patrols from penetrating 
the 
center of Berlin through 
the 
subway, SS troopers flooded the 


tunnels. Thousands of women 
and children sheltering there 
were drowned. 
On April 30, H itler shot him ­ 
self. His wife of a few days and 
m istre ss of many years, Eva 
Braun, swallowed cyanide.

BERLIN AP — Twenty years 
a bo a R ussian arm y of 2 1/2 
million 
was 
fighting its last 
battle, 
with 41,000 pieces and 
6,250 tanks. 
The 
Battle 
of Berlin began 
April IG, 1945 with the G erm an 
capital less than 50 miles away. 
It took the R ussians two weeks 
to reach the city and obtain 
Its su rren d er. 
The brunt of the attack In the 
center of a line about 100 miles 
long was borne by the Soviet 
Army's 1st Byelorussian F ront 
under M arshal G regorl K. Zhu­ 
kov. 
Marshal Konstantin K. Rokos- 
sovsky led the drive of his 2nd 
Byelorussian Front in the north. 
The southern flank was the r e ­ 
sponsibility of the Isa Ukranlan 
Front commanded by M arshal 
Ivan Konev. 
The a rm ie s had been dug In at 
the Oder and N eisse riv e rs for 
two 
months, regrouping and 
gathering strength. 
Konev's forces quickly broke 
out of the bridgehead. 
Zhukov was not so fortunate. 
Facing the 
bulk of the Nazi 
forces gathered for defense of 
Berlin, his forces took al>out 
two days to sm ash th eir way out 
of the K uestrln bridgehead. 
While Zhukov's troops 
w ere 
fighting slowly straight toward 
Berlin, Konev swung two tank 
arm ies to the northwest. 
The G erm ans had thrown In 


th e ir la s t re s e rv e s , old men of 
GO and young boys of 1G fought 
alongside 
battle - hardened 
W ehrm acht and SS troops. 
But the R ussian stre a m ro lle r 
w as moving and the Nazis r e ­ 
trea ted , died o r su rren d e red . 
By nightfall o r April 24, the 
Zhukov and Konev arm ie s had 
closed the ring around the city. 
Inside B erlin, about 200,000 
G erm an troops had Liken p o si­ 
tion. Men, women and children 
w ere driven furiously to build 
roadblocks and gun positions. 
The city had l>een largely d e ­ 
stroyed by five y e ars of Allied 
a ir attacks. 
On April 25, Soviet Infantry­

w ere

the p eriphery and then set off 
to advance along a broad front 
along the Tel tow Canal toward 
city center.

Reich C hancellory, Adolf Hitler 
d irected his last stand.

(4) The director of prison 
industries is to prepare a des­ 
criptive list of all available 
products by July 1 each year.

stric t penalties for all persons 
subject to these laws, who fail 
to abide by their provisions. 
V iolators of the statutes are 
subject to fines ranging from 
$50 to $100 or im prisonm ent 
for a period from throe mouths 
to one year.

This trip has taken me to 
Japan 
(Yokohama 
& 
Kobe), 
Korea (Pusan & Inchon), For­ 
mosa (Keelung and Takao) and 
now to Saigon, where we ar­ 
rived today and w ill spend the 
next five days. After we leave 
here we go to Bangkok, the one 
place I've never been, but al­ 
ways wanted to see. After Bang­ 
kok, luck to japan (Moji, Nago­ 
ya, Kobe, Yokohama) then home 
about the middle of May. 
Saigon Is a large city about 
five hours up the Mekong River 
from the sea. The Mekong is a 
deep but narrow river that winds 
and turns and writhes through 
the 
most 
desolate 
jungled 
swa mpland in the world. Only 
once in miles do you see a rice 
paddy or a cleared patch of 
ground perhaps two acres big 
under cultivation. The rest of 
the time it is just a monotony 
of dwarfed jungle bush and black 
mud. The ground is perfectly 
tlat for as far as the horizon 
on both sides of (he rfref, 
bordered on the east by a range 
of mountains; bordered on the 
wiist by the hortzon . . . that 
swamp is infested with the Viet 
C ong.

encircling 
Saigon, the Viet Cong is a force 
that is almost felt rather than 
e ver seen. Everyone knows they 
are there; everyone knows they 
are in Saigon loo, but who knows 
who Is on W’hich side?

Ss California Bear 
Saigon, South Vietnam 
April 8, 1965 


Dear Joe, 


This trip has taken me to 
Japan 
(Yokohama 
& 
Kobe), 
Korea (Pusan & Inchon), For­ 
mosa (Keolung and Takao) and 
now to Saigon, where we ar­ 
rived today and will spend the 
next five days. After we leave 
here we go to Bangkok, the one 
place I’ve never been, but al­ 
ways wanted to see. After Bang­ 
kok, tuck to Japan (Moji, Nago- 
va, Kobe, Yokohama) thenhome 
alxjui the middle of May. 
Saigon is a large city about 
five hours tip the Mekong River 
from the sea. The Mekong Is a 
deep but narrow river that winds 
and turns and writhes through 
the 
most 
desolate 
jungled 
swa mpland In the world. Only 
once in miles do you see a rice 
paddy or a cleared patch of 
ground perhaps two acres big 
under cultivation. The rest of 
the time it Is just a monotony 
of dwarfed jungle bush and black 
mud. The ground is perfectly 
flat for as far as the horizon 
on 
both sides of the rtref, 
bordered on the east by a range 
of mountains; bordered on the 
wiist by the hortzon . . . that 
swamp is infested with the Viet 
C ong. 
Completely 
encircling 
Saigon, the Viet Cong Is a force 
that Is almost felt rather than 
ev e r seen. Everyone knows they 
a re there; everyone knows they 
a re In Saigon loo, but who knows 
%vho Is on which side? They 
are all of the same nationality, 
so who do you shoot? They can 
seal the river and block the 
port ary time they choose to do 
so, fo : all It would take Is one 
mine planted at a hair-pin turn 
in th>_* river and a ship would 
block all traffic. They just don't 
want 
to block the river yet, 
for 
they feel that 
It Is not 
yet the time to do so . . . It 
is said that half the supplies 
we bring here get to the Viet 
Cong anyway so they don't want 
to cut off their own source of 
supplies. . . Occasionally, 
a 
concentration of them are dis­ 
covered, or they have a meeting 
somewhere and our Intelligence 
gets wind of it and then we can 
hit them. 
Seldom can we hit 


with force, for they just fail«' into 
the terrain, but now and then 
wo 
do 
flush them out . . . 
This morning at 7;30 we wort' 
only about thirty mtles up the 
river from the sea when we 
lie aid the first explosion . . . 
We went out on deck and be­ 
came ring-stders at a real air 
show! One after another of our 
dive I'ombers came circling in 
over an area between four and 
five miles from us, apparently 
where they had found a large 
enough concentration of Viet 
Cong and Viet Cong supplies 
to Lit them. We watched for over 
two hours, until we were too far 
up river to see anything more, 
while 
the 
planes 
came in, 
circled, peeled oft one u a 
time and made their bombing 
dive on tho place. We watched 
the bombs fall, the explosion 
rise from the ground and mush­ 
room into the sky and five sec­ 
onds later heard, the roar of the 
bombs. Once, at least, we are 
certain they hit an ammunition 
dump because there was one 
hell of 
a 
big 
secondary 
explosion. 
It was quite a show and there 
were over fifty of our dive 
bontlvrs in the act, so it was an 
important strike. Perhaps to­ 
morrow the Saigon papers w ill 
tell us what it was all about 
Anyway, It was a firsthandlook 
at 
a 
little 
war 
that so 
many 
Americans 
c a n ’t 
accept as the real thing. Those 
were real planes, real bombs 
and real people getting blown to 
hell over there In that swamp­ 
land. . . This part of the oriental 
world Is struggling for Its very 
existence against the Commu­ 
nist world that has swallowed 
up one little country after an­ 
other . .. and could have been 
stopped by MacArthur at the 
time Truman fired him. This 
is a continuation of Korea in a 
different land and by a different 
means. .. No more army against 
army, 
but 
neighbor 
against 
neighbor; Vietnamese against 
his brother. Look at a hundred 
stevedores on the docks 
of 
Saigon and try- to guess which 
one is capable of planting a bomb 
on the ship, . . Look at any 
group in a restaurant here and 
try to guess which are Viet 
Cong , , . Yet those are the 
people who are waging a war 
that is intended to add another 
little country to the communist 
octapus. Lose this place to the 
Communists and we lose Asia, 
for the rest will go 
quickly 
if Uncle Sam cannot be depended 
upon to save even this one little 
country. Losa Asia and the Phil— 
lippines and then goes Africa 
and then South America and the 
world is a place no longer fit 
for our children to 
inherit 
from 
us. 
This little country 
here, which is such a desolate 
and poor place and so seem­ 
ingly unimportant to the wel­ 
fare of America Is a keypolnt 
in the fu*ure of the world and 
therefore to the future of Amer­ 
ica. We have laid it on the line 
here and this time we can't 
back down. . . We can't have 
another such debacle as that of 
Korea when Mac Arthur could 
have settled 
the 
Communist 
question for the next fifty years 
by kicking hell out of China at a 
time when we could have done it 
cheaply, but Truman thought he 
could solve it by his own bluster 
and blow!

The Ger­ 
man press circulated stories 
that Binder was misusing con­ 
tributions to the hospital, that 
he didn’t take proper care of 
patients, that he committed 
sexual offenses against nurses 
and patients. 
Said Binder: “It was filthy. 
And none of it— not a shred 
of it—was true. They succeed­ 
ed in uniting Peru’s Commu­ 
nists and the Nazis against 
me.” 
Official Peru then cast a 
stormy look in the direction 
of the beleaguered hospital. 
The m inister of public health, 
whom Binder says is a close 
friend of the Gildem eister 
family, ordered an investiga­ 
tion. 
“We welcom ed the investi­ 
gation,” the doctor recounts, 
“until we found that three of 
the four men to be sent were 
our worst enem ies. So we re­ 
fused to allow them to enter 
the hospital.” 
The Peruvian p r e s s was 
then invited 
by Binder to 


visit the hospital. ‘‘And all 
the papers and 
magazines, 
with the exception of one con­ 
trolled by the Gildemeisters. 
exploded the r u m o r s and 
printed the truth.”

Since the p r o p a g a n d a 
stopped the flow of funds 
from Germany, the doctor last 
February invited two mem­ 
bers of the board of the U S. 
foundation to inspect the hos­ 
pital. Their verdict, as sev­ 
eral German newspapers re­ 
ported, was that ‘‘all of the 
allegations are false.” 
Yet the rumors persist and 
funds are still frozen in Ger­ 
many. “Miss Gildemeister has 
much 
money,” Dr. 
Binder 
says, “and she has told me she 
will not rest until I leave 
Peru. But I will never leave.” 
The Nazis haven’t stopped 
fighting, either. Binder main­ 
tains that former SS generals 
walk f r e e l y through Lima 
streets. “They and their foul 
friends are fiercely anti-Sem­ 
itic. They poison the atmos­ 
phere. And they have had 
their bad e f f e c t on Peru­ 
vians.” 
But the jungle doctor, his 
wife and staff refuse to allow 
their enem ies to stop the 
work of the hospital. They 
treat some 400 outpatients a 
week and about 40 bed pa­ 
tients. A grant from an Amer­ 
ican foundation sponsors re­ 
search in fungus diseases.

The Japanese have alwayn been 
at a disadvantage In the Amer­ 
ican supermarket txjeause a 46 
per cent 
tariff on vegetable 
oil forces him to pack hl.s 
product In brine. 
Mont Americans 
don’t like 
saltwater tuna, so the Japanese 
turned to Western Europe where 
the oil tariff doesn’t exist. 
Suddenly tuna 
is a popular 
dish in Italy. Ten years ago 
Italians didn’t 
import 10,000 
tons. This year they will pur­ 
chase over 50,000. Even in 
Japan, 
the 
consumer 
has 
evolved a taste for the fish 
In something other than its 
raw, dry state—as a smoked, 
highly spiced sausage—not yet 
available in America. 
So where the Japanese ac­ 
counted for 28 per cent of the 
tuna being processed in Ameri­ 
can canneries In the first quar­ 
ter of 1964, in the same period 
this year, they will account for 
only 19 per cent.
